Tho phole country is extremely dry and 
bare at this time of the year, and terribly 
stony. Oultivation i+ carried right up the 
hillsin many places, though there is prac- 
ticallyno vegetation at all.now, Bvery 
two ot three miles thore ara email villages, 
roughly built of stove, nestling in hollows, 
with numerous atone and mud fences about 
the fields. Roads and paths ara ionumer- 
able, ail exceedingly rough and atony, in 
many cases mare river-beds} butthey are 
just now. rather botter than the average of 
Chins.

In San-jali Ho were found, fur the first 
time sinos ldaving the isthmus, many houses 
quite ompty, showing that the cordial good- 
will established botween the inyaders and 
the inhabitints had not spread far, and 
that thers was still great fear of molesta- 
tion All the vacant howes were at once 
taken as officers’ quarters, nod in addition 
afaw roomsin occupied Lowes were rented; 
the rank snd Gle had to bivouae in farm- 
yards and filde, with such shelter as they 
could get from stone walls and stacks of 
straw. Canp fires were thus a great dan- 
gor, but prictically no damage’ was dono 
anywhere. The newspapor correspundents 
vere quarteted on 4 amall farmer who pro- 
tested vigorously at the intrusion; we had 
to impross on hin, genlly but firmly, that 
he bad rather « good deal to be thankful 
for, and that if he made any trouble he 
would.scoon find out aome of the stera reali- 
ties of war.

Tn Corea 
the supply was so contaminated by. the 
filth of the natives that hundreds of tha 
troops contacted dysentery, There is 
alag the constant danger that the Chi- 
nesa may poison the wells, which hera 
are very poor, The Engineor Oorps 
are always prepared to sink wells for

Thero werg. ofly nine in our 
party—a colonel and six of his men,

advance guard. Betweenvs and Suishi- 
yeh town iy a emall villago or outlying 
suburb, mich we approached within a 
quarter ofs mile, ‘Two mon were sent for- 
ward to eximine it. while ve waited, talk- 
ing over the events of the previots day. 
The Colonel had been in tho skirmish, and 
it was ons of his officers who bad been 
killed and mutilated, A Captain who was 
also with us had part of hisseeve cut out, 
and the edgea burnt, by a very closo pistol 
abot in thename fight. As we spoke, sud- 
denly half s dozan shots flashed out shead, 
one of the tro Japanese fell from his horse, 
and the restof us turned, with a shower of 
balle'a following, back towards our main 
body just a fast ax the animals could carry 
usa. Later we learned that there was 6 
force of orer two hundred Chinese soldiers 
in the village—we bad a pretty narrow es- 
cape. Aasvon as we got back with the 
newa, several companies of Japanese in- 
fantry and three squadrons of cavalry push- 
ed vn to lovk fur the enemy, but they had 
retired prowptly. Early in the sfternvon 
that villago was occupied by nearly & 
thousand Japanese, and skirmishing parties 
exchanged shots batween that and Suishi- 
yeh fur an hour or two without any 


Parentresull. Towards dusk the Chinese 
had ontirely retreated to theie forte, whose 
heavy guusopened fire on ths village and 
hillsides, making them qdite untenable. 
The Japavere therafore withdrew to camp 
at Dojoshu, on the sheltéred (North) side 
of the hill, 

During the night, Genersl Yamsji sent 
round his field and mountain batterie, to 
commanding positions on ridges North of 
Saishiyeh,s mile or. two agay, wel] within 
range of Port Arthor.‘ During ‘this 
manainyre, the outlying scouts of the 
two armies met, and withdrew after 
a good deal of firing in the dark 
without camualties.
